Nearly 10,000 Omaha kids and l 
teenagers are blocked from using 
their library cards because they 
owe $10 or more in fines and fees. 

That has an adverse effect for 
children at north Omaha’s Wash- 
ington branch, where 22 percent 
of young readers can’t use their 
library cards because their fines 
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aren’t paid.
